Newton needs a new one 
and one-half million dollar li¬ 
brary according to a library 
official. 

A. William Kunkel, chief li¬ 
brarian for the city, told the 
Newton Lions at their recent 
meeting in the Sidney Hill 
Country Club that a new li¬ 
brary should be constructed 
because the present main lo¬ 
cation is now antiquated and 
inadequate to properly serv¬ 
ice the residents. His re¬ 
marks were based on the 
Humphrey-McNiff study of 
library needs in Newton. 

Kunkel said several other 
cities in the Commonwealth 
have alrready built modern, 
up-to-date libraries. 

The principal recommenda¬ 
tion of the study team was 
the establishment of a new 
main library. The site pro¬ 
posed is the location of the old 
Mason School at Beacon and 
Center streets. The price tag 
of one and one-half million 
is slightly more than the cost 
I of a new school building, 
j The Newton Lions were in¬ 
formed that the current main 
library is not large enough. 

| Is only houses 150,000 vol¬ 
umes and it is estimated that 
275,000 are needed to provide 
! a good service. There is now 
under 30,000 square feet of 
space which is much less than 
necessary. The study recom¬ 
mends 60 to 65 thousand 
square feet projecting needs 
through the year 2000. The

structed in 1870 and has been 
added to several times over 
the years.

Since the advent of 
the new toll road, the main 
library has not been near the 
be in an active business lo- 
Studies have shown that 70 
per cent of people who use 
libraries come from active 
areas. 

There is a general cram¬ 
ming of space throughout the 
library. The reference room 
is too small and the reader’s 
room is not contiguous to the 
material needed. Some of the 
book storage space is being 
used for office space, the chil¬ 
dren's section is inadequate 
and there are no meeting 
room facilities. 

Thhe children’s section is 
house in an old building and 
has been there since 1930. 
There is only space for 8-12 
readers and today’s popula¬ 
tion is much greater than it 
was in 1930. Space for at least 
40 readers is now needed. 

Meeting room facilities, 
now non-existent, would en¬ 
courage cultural activities for 
the city such as concerts and 
lectures, according to Kun¬ 
kel, a past president of the 
Massachusetts Library Asso¬ 
ciation.

He has written and edited 
numerous text books, maga¬ 
zine and newspaper articles, 
instruction books for air¬ 
craft navigation systems, 
advertising films and tele¬ 
vision scripts.

Parents See Viet Nam Hero 
Decorated With Silver Star 


A Silver Star was awarded 
to a Viet Nam hero, Sgt. J. 
David Shapiro, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Nathaniel Shapiro, 209 
Tremont St., Newton, in col¬ 
orful ceremonies at the Bos¬ 
ton Army Base in the pres¬ 
ence of his parents and mem¬ 
bers of his unit, the 11th 
Special Forces, USAR. 

He was presented the na¬ 
tion’s third highest military 
award by Brig. Gen Costas 
L. Caraganis, commander of 
the 94th Headquarters (Divi¬ 
sional) USAR. The award is 
based on Shapiro’s gallantry 
in Vietnam action while he 
was serving as an advisor to 
Vietnamese strike force 
patrol, which had been haras¬ 
sed for 19 days and was pre¬ 
paring for an air evacuation. 

Shapiro established a por¬ 
tion of the perimeter for the 
defense of the arriving air¬ 
craft. The first helicopter was 
badly damaged by heavy en 
emy fire, even though the 
armed aircraft fired on the 
known enemy positions. 

The evacuation operation 
was resumed several times 
and the perimeter of defense 
became smaller and smaller 
throughout the airlifts. 

Despite the decrease in the 
defense patrol and the in¬ 
crease in intensity of enemy 
gun fire at closer range, Ser¬ 
geant Shapiro demonstrated 
complete disregard for his 
own safety and bravely de¬ 
fended the landing zope. 

He continuously exposed 


himself to this heavy enemy 
gun fire to administer first 
aid to the wounded and re¬ 
mained in his hazardous posi¬ 
tion until the last helicopter 
had landed. 

His tour of duty in Viet 
Nam was for six months. He 
entered the Army in Febru¬ 
ary, 1962, and received train¬ 
ing as a medical specialist at 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas. 
Choosing the Special Forces,, 
he attended jump school at 
Fort Benning, Georgia, and- 
finally, Special Force training ' 
at Fort Bragg, North Caro¬ 
lina. 

A graduate of Boston Latin 
School in 1955, he attended 
St. John’s College in Annap¬ 
olis, Maryland. 

He is now a lab technician 
at the Harvard Biology Lab¬ 
oratory and is taking courses 
with the hope of earning his 
degree from St. John’s in 
February.

Concern For Future 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The Friends of the Newton 
Free Library recently sent 
this letter to Miss Adelaide 
Ball, chairman of the Alder- 
manic Library Study Commit¬ 
tee. 

Dear Miss Ball, 

The Friends of the Newton 
Free Library share with you 
a deep concern for the future 
of Newtons library system. 
This important community fa¬ 
cility has been the topic of 
study and consideration for a 
great many years. 

In 1948, the Wheeler Report 
recommended a new central li¬ 
brary in Newton Centre. In 
1963 two leading authorities in 
the field of library affairs 
were engaged by the city of 
Newton by vote of the Aider- 
men at the request of the Li¬ 
brary Trustees and the Mayor 
to study Newton’s entire li¬ 
brary system and to make any 
necessary recommendations. 

In April, 1964, their report 
was completed. This report 
called for a new main library 
building in Newton Centre. In 
November, 1964. an alder- 
manic study committee was 
appointed by the Aldermen to 
evaluate this report and to 
make suggestions for alder- 
manic action. 

In March, 1965, Mayor Gibbs 
continued his tradition of keen 
interest in library problems 
and his desire to see improve¬ 
ments made by requesting the 
Aldermen to approve an ap¬ 
propriation of $5000 for a li¬ 
brary building consultant to 
plan the interior of a new 
main library for Newton. 

In June. 1965, the request 
has not been placed before the 
full Board of Aldermen. The 
reason offered is that the re¬ 
quest should be considered 
when the aldermanic study 
committee have finished de¬ 
liberations. 

THE PRESENT ISSUE 
CLEARLY IS WHETHER OR 
NOT TO HAVE A NEW 
MAIN LIBRARY IN THE 
NEAR FUTURE. There is 
great support throughout the 
community for a new library. 
Discussions held with groups 
all over Newton attest to a 
widespread desire for a new 
library. The growth of the 
membership of the Friends of 
the Newton Free Library to 
1.000 in a few months is 
strong evidence of citizen 
thinking. This membership 
represents all geographic 
areas of Newton. 

The Advisory Committee of 
the Friends includes the fol¬ 
lowing distinguished citizens:

Other organizations, such as 
the PTA Council, the League 
of Women Voters, and the 
Newton Centre Improvement 
Association actively support a 
new library. In addition to 
Mayor Gibbs — long a leader 
in this effort — the present 
candidates for Mayor are in 
favor of a new main library. 

At this time, the Aldermen 
are being called upon to decide 
whether this library, needed 
for years, requested by the 
Library Trustees, supported 
by the general public and pro¬ 
vided for in the future capital 
budget, will in fact be estab¬ 
lished. Specifically, the item 
before the Aldermen is the re¬ 
quest for $5000 for a library 
program study. 

This is a necessary step in 
proceeding to the construction 
of a new library. This must 
be done now to provide ample 
time for the study, followed 
by a period for public and of¬ 
ficial review. Following this, 
an architect can be engaged. 

Since this total process will 
probably take two years, it is 
evident it is not too soon to 
start if-a library is to be built 
in 1968. as provided in the cap¬ 
ital expenditure program of 
the city. Even if nil actions 
are taken in the most expedi¬ 
tious manner, the library 
would not be open until 1970. 

Along with the general sup¬ 
port for a new main library 
building, there is evidence of 
some confusion over its loca¬ 
tion. The Library Trustees’ 
recommendation of the old 
Mason School site in Newton 
Centre is a logical decision 
based on careful professional 
analysis. This decision is fully 
supported by the Friends. 
However, the program study 
whic has been requested is 
necessary — regardless of 
where the library is. Further 
examination of the site can 
be undertaken while the study 
is being made.

of all proposed locations. 

Questions regarding func¬ 
tion, cost and size are also 
discussed. These cannot be an¬ 
swered at the moment. The 
reason for the study is to de¬ 
termine the answers to these 
questions. It is premature to 
make final decisions now 
without all available facts, 
facts which the program study 
will provide. 

It has been suggested that 
the library be built as part of 
a new school facility in the be¬ 
lief that the majority of li¬ 
brary users are public-school 
students, and the further be¬ 
lief that such a building would 
be eligible for state aid for 
school - building construction. 
Actually, neither of these be¬ 
liefs is true. 

The great majority of the 
library users are adults, not 
public-school students. State 
funds for school construction 
cannot be used for library 
buildings. Furthermore, if a 
library is built as a free-stand¬ 
ing building, it is eligible for 
federal aid under current leg¬ 
islation. These funds become 
available for reimbursement 
to a community when final 
plans are made and funds are 
authorized for the building. 

It is a source of genuine dis¬ 
tress to residents of Newton 
that this city, which has a jus¬ 
tifiable international reputa¬ 
tion for educational leader¬ 
ship, has a main library which 
is such an obsolete, poorly lo¬ 
cated, and undersized facility. 

The need for a new main li¬ 
brary has been expressed 
cogently over a long period of 
time. Ninety-five years ago a 
small group of citizens dem¬ 
onstrated their confidence in 
their city by constructing a li¬ 
brary. Today the Aldermen 
have both the challenge and 
the opportunity to build a new 
main library. There is no rea¬ 
son for further delay.

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Junior College Space 
Needs Shown To Board 


Special reports made to the 
School Committee Monday 
night included one by Charles 
W. Dudley, director of New¬ 
ton Junior College, who spoke 
on the college’s expected 
growth and its need for addi¬ 
tional space, and one by 
Bernard Everett, assistant 
superintendent for instruc¬ 
tion, who drew a vivid picture 
of the changes that have oc¬ 
curred in summer-time activ¬ 
ity by pupils and faculty 
members. 

Dr. Dudley, who was 
companied by Norman B 
Krim, chairman of the col¬ 
lege’s board of directors, de¬ 
clared that congestion was 
problem of increasing magni¬ 
tude, and one that is made 
more serious by the rising 
enrollment and a higher per¬ 
centage of students who re¬ 
turn. The expected population 
next year, he estimated, 
would be 270 returnees and 
289 new students, a total of 
554 which does not include 
the part-time and evening 
students. He said that 85 per 
cent of the student body are 
Newton residents. 

Krim explained that the 
directors had not met since 
the new population figures 
came in, but that he knew 
that the board is looking for 
additional space. 

Dr. Charles E. Brown, 
superintendent of schools, 
named several likely possi¬ 
bilities which could provide 
relief for at least a year. They 
included use of the Steams 
School, the Masonic Block, 
and a commercial building 
that has become available. 

The need, Dr. Dudley said, 
was a minimum of 12,000 
square feet for four general 
classrooms.

Freedman took an active 
part in the meeting, and just 
prior to its adjournment he 
asked the members to author¬ 
ize him to go to New York as 
the committee’s representa¬ 
tive at the National Educa¬ 
tional Association meeting, 
when on Friday (today), 
Richard B. Batchelder, house 
master and teacher at New¬ 
ton High School, will be in¬ 
stalled as the NEA president. 

The authorization was voted. 

In introducing Dr. Everett, 
the school superintendent told 
the committee that he would 
bring the members up to date 
on the 1965 summer work 
projects that are supported 
by the Newton summer budg¬ 
et. 

Said Dr. Everett: “Living 
is no longer easy in the good 
old summer time.” Fifteen or 
16 years ago, he went on, the 
summer activity began with 
a request to the School Com¬ 
mittee for the hiring of two 
teachers for two weeks, dur¬ 
ing which they would develop 
social studies they had been 
working on all year. He then 
enumerated 25 summer proj¬ 
ects which now occupy teach¬ 
ers and pupils for periods that 
vary between two and eight 
weeks. 

The summer science cur¬ 
riculum at Newton High 
School, he said, keeps 11 per¬ 
sons busy for from one to 
two weeks, and at Newton 
South High seven persons are 
occupied. Other projects 
include English internship 
training, physical education 
curriculum, and projects at 
the various junior high 
schools and elementary 
schools. 

According to the Everett 
report, some 25 teachers will 
be working this summer from 
one to six weeks, and ap¬ 
proximately 250 pupils will be 
involved. 

“Summer is no longer a 
drowsy period in the schools 
of Newton,” Dr. Everett con¬ 
cluded, and added that the 
summer program at Newton 
Junior College would involve 
75 students. 

Dr. Brown said that the 
number of teachers in sum¬ 
mer activities will increase 
every year. 

James P. Laurets, assistant 
superintendent in charge of 
personnel, gave a short re¬ 
port on the status of certain 
secretarial positions in the 
schools, pointing out that 25 
junior secretaries were to be 
elevated to a senior status. 
This will result in a marked 
improvement in their work, 
he said, and the promotion 
was well deserved. The cost, 
he explained, would be $3900 
a year’s basis, of which 
$1300 would be taken from 
this year’s budget. 

The committee voted 
proval of the increase. 

It was voted to inform 
Morgan Memorial, Inc., that 
it was not the policy to allow 
pupils to become officially in¬ 
volved in charitable cam¬ 
paigns. The Good Will organi¬ 
zation had requested permis¬ 
sion to distribute clothing 
bags in the schools for the 
pupils to fill with usable 
clothing for the handicapped.

Two Newton educators are 
serving as full-time faculty 
members at the Yale Summer 
High School, whose second 
summer session is now under¬ 
way on the grounds of Yale 
Divinity School in New 
Haven. 

They are Robert Hayden, a 
teacher of biology and gen¬ 
eral science at Weeks Junior 
High School, and Mrs. Robert 
Hayden, a special education 
teacher for the Newton 
School System.

Calls A Dav

A man's best friend is his 
dog . . . officer, that it. Patrol¬ 
man George Longbottom, re¬ 
cently appointed head of New 
ton’s Animal Control Depart¬ 
ment. has the doggone job of 
controlling Newton's 9,000 
canine pets 

“Since taking dffice in Feb¬ 
ruary of this year,” explained 
Officer Longbottom. “we’ve 
had about 500 complaints a 
month, and an average of 100 
calls a day.” 

The most unusual case thus 
far handled by the depart¬ 
ment, was capturing a run¬ 
away steer in Newton Corner 
that belonged to a cattle- 
dealer in Brighton. “It was 
quite a sight seeing a steer 
bombing down the tollroad at 
50 m.p.h. in the passing lane!” 

Formerly a trainer of Ger¬ 
man shepards. Officer Long¬ 
bottom. is on twenty-four hour 
duty, and takes calls for all 
kinds of animals. 

Stray, as well as licensed 
animals, are kept at Dr. Rich¬ 
ard C. Schofield’s Animal 
Hospital, a temporary city 
pound. “We don’t use nets 
to catch these dogs, but some¬ 
times we may use a tranquil¬ 
izer gun that immobilizes the 
dog for an hour.”

CITY OF NEWTON, MASSACHUSETTS 


Two months ago, members 
of the Charles River Valley 
Group of the League of Wom¬ 
en Voters of Newton partici¬ 
pated in an all-day bus tour 
along the river—upstream to 
its source near Hopkinton and 
downstream to Boston Har¬ 
bor. 

Events leading up to this 
tour illustrated the evolution 
of an idea into a regional proj¬ 
ect for community improve¬ 
ment. Although less than two 
years old, the organization of 
the league’s Charles River 
Valley Group was the culmin¬ 
ation of a long series of 
events going back as far as 
the early 1950’s when the na¬ 
tional L.W.V. issued a call to 
local leagues throughout the 
United States for a study of 
local water resources, as part 
of a national study. 

In answer to this call, New¬ 
ton and other leagues in com¬ 
munities along the Charles 
River started their studies 
with a tour of the river con¬ 
ducted by Charles H. W. Fos¬ 
ter, Massachusetts Commis¬ 
sioner of Natural Resources. 
The seeds of interest and con¬ 
cern for the welfare of the 
river and its communities 
which were planted during 
the early 1950’s have resulted 
in 1965 in an accumulation of 
reports, maps, slides and 
citizen interest. 

A comparatively insigni¬ 
ficant event—the 1960 sale to 
John McDonald by the Metro¬ 
politan District Commission 
of a stretch of the Charles 
River Reservation between 
Farwell St. and Albemarle 
Rd., Newtonville—set in mo¬ 
tion the wheels which led to a 
“Preliminary Planning Study 
of the Banks of the Charles 
River” by Charles W. Eliot 
early in 1961. On several oc¬ 
casions, Prof. Eliot had indi¬ 
cated concern over the land 
sale, and was authorized to 
undertake the project with 
funds from the M.b.C.’s reg¬ 
ular current operating funds, 
with the understanding that 
the preliminary study would 
be followed by a more de¬ 
tailed study, or master plan, 
for the Charles River. 

Already, the Eliot Report 
has been a potent force in the 
struggle for a comprehensive 
professional planning study of 
the Charles River watershed. 
A series of drastic changes 
along the Newton section of 
the river was underway when 
Prof. Eliot submitted his re¬ 
port. The Mass. Dept, of Pub¬ 
lic Works was widening Rte. 


128 with a resultant loss of 
river reservation land. The 
M.D.C. flood-control project 
had been completed in New¬ 
ton Upper Falls. 

In August, 1963, the Newton 
Board of Park Commissioners 
refused to approve an ex¬ 
change of river reservation 
land between the M.D.C. and 
Thomas W. Gilligan of Wel- 
elsley. However, on appeal to 
the Governor’s Council, the 
exchange was approved in 
November, 1963. 

The rezoning in November, 
1963, of the river portion of 
Norumbega Park for a motel 
is currently the subject of li¬ 
tigation. Another change in 
land use adjacent to the riv¬ 
er came with Newton’s de¬ 
cision in 1962 to use the Rum- 
ford Ave., red maple swamp 
in West Newton as a sanitary 
land fill dump. 

Circulation of the Eliot Re¬ 
port which remained unpub¬ 
lished for two years, helped 
lead to the formation of the 

L. W.V. Charles River Valley 
Group. Increasing familiar¬ 
ity with the report also led to 
the filing of a bill by former 
Rep. William P. Homans in 
Dec. 1963, which called for a 
comprehensive plan for the 

M. D.C.-controlled section of 
the Charles River. A watered- 
down version of the Homan* 
bill, authorizing a planning 
study by the M.D.C. was pass¬ 
ed by the 1964 legislature. 
However, no funds were ap- 
propriated. 

The legislative ball wa* 
picked up by Sen. James De 
Normandie, who, in Decem¬ 
ber, 1964, filed S.873 which 
calls for “a general plan for 
developing and preserving the 
Charles River watershed in 
order to insure the best use of 
the Charles River, from its 
source to Boston Harbor, and 
the use of the adjoining 
areas.” The general plan 
would be prepared by the 
M.D.C. and the Dept, of Na¬ 
tural Resources, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council. 

The L.W.V. Charles River 
Valley Group hopes that facts 
and recommendations will 
emerge to provide guidance 
to private individuals and 
governmental agencies in the 
usage and treatment of the 
Charles River and its bank*.

Flute Watermelon To Make 
Cups For Summery Dishes

It’s a sure sign of summer when food markets and 
roadside stands fill up with gaily-hued watermelons. 
This year will be no exception, as a late spring crop es- 
# timate shows production to be 10 percent above a year 
ago. 


Now that watermelon-eating 
time is here again, you want 
to be sure that you buy a ripe 
one. For some of us, the test 
of quality consists of a 
“thumping” process on tom¬ 
tom fashion to see whether a 
melon sounds empty or full. 
But this is a misleading way 
to judge ripeness. When you 
are looking for a whole wa¬ 
termelon. watch for symmetri¬ 
cal shape and a velvety bloom. 
Also, be sure that it has a 
dull rather than a shiny sur¬ 
face. 

Whole watermelons can be 
stored either at room tempera-

ture or in the refrigerator. 
Once they’re cut, watermelons 
should be refrigerated and 
eaten as soon as possible. 

In order to keep the flesh 
from drying out, it’s a good 
idea to cover the watermelon 
with wax paper or cellophane. 
Watermelons are at their best 
when thoroughly chilled. 

Watermelons contain a small 
amount of vitamins A and C. 
However, their best quality 
nutritionwise, is their low ca¬ 
lorie content. A slice \ by 10 
inches contains only 45 calo¬ 
ries. 

Watermelons are extremely 
refreshing in the summer 
months, and this is a good 
time to make full use of them. 
Watermelon cups make a 
beautiful base for a cheese 
dip. Flute the end of a water¬ 
melon cutting out as much of 
the flesh as possible, but leave 
enough pink showing so the 
green rind does not peek 
through. Set the fluted water¬ 
melon in a bed of crushed ice. 
Then insert a clear glass bowl 
containing your favorite 
cheese dip into the center of 
the melon. Cut the scooped-out 
red flesh into balls and cubes, 
insert food picks, and place 
attractively into the ice. 

Or bake your favorite cus¬ 
tard in individual molds or a 
large, patterned mold. Chill 
thoroughly and unmold at des¬ 
sert time. Arrange waterme¬ 
lon and cantaloupe balls and 
cubes, colorful berries, and 
peach slices in a wreath 
around the mold.

School Budget 
Deficit Shows 
S20. 000 Total 

A school budget deficit of 
$20,000 or more may result 
from the fact that the Mid- 
delsex & Boston Street Rail¬ 
way Company did not bid on 
the operation of school buses 
in Newton for the next school 
year, according to a memo¬ 
randum from John E. Gilli¬

Political Highlights 

A Congressman usually is able to entrench himself 
in his post and win reelection to term after term be¬ 
cause he is rather remote from the people and does 
not get as much publicity or criticism as a Governor, 
an Attorney General or a Mayor. 

For the very same reasons, however, a Congress¬ 
man usually is not well known outside his own district 
and is at a disadvantage if he strikes out for state-wide 
office. 

In modern political history only two men have 
been able to move from Congress into State Consitu- 
tional office. One was Christian A. Herter, the other 
Foster Furcolo. 

Herter was persuaded to give up his seat in Con¬ 
gress to stand for the Governorship, and he nosed 
out the late Paul A. Dever after a tight race in 1952. 

Furcolo was appointed State Treasurer by Dever in 
1952, but then Dever virtually had to carry Furcolo 
on his back to get him through the primary. 

Brooke’s attitude on running for the Senate is 
somewhat confusing.

During a meeting with Gov¬ 
ernor John A. Volpe and Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Elliot L. Rich¬ 
ardson, Brooke staked out a 
claim to a place in the U. S. 
Senate if Leverett Saltonstall 
should decide to retire from 
office at the close of his present 
term. 

Volpe told newsmen the 
following day that he might 
be interested in running for 
the Senate. 

Brooke's confidantes then 
asserted that Brooke would de¬ 
fer to Volpe if Volpe wanted 
to become a Senate candidate, 
and that in such an event 
Brooke would set his sights on 
the Governorship. 

That doesn’t sound as if 
Brooke were very emphatic in 
staking out his so-called Sen¬ 
ate claim. 

This, however, is probably 
all strictly academic. Except 
possibly for a few persons in 
Brooke’s camp, there is hardly 
a Republican leader in Mas¬ 
sachusetts who believes there 
is any likelihood Saltonstall 
will not run again even though 
he will be 74 next year. 

Saltonstall himself insists 
that he has not made up his 
mind, but he certainly acts 
like a man who has every in¬ 
tention of returning to the po¬ 
litical wars next year as a 
candidate for reelection. 

If that is so, then the deci¬ 
sion Brooke must make is whe¬ 
ther he will seek a new term as 
Attorney General. 

Brooke’s lieutenants say he 
feels he cannot remain Attor¬ 
ney General indefinitely and 
that eight consecutive years in 
the office would be too long. 

They indicate that if Salton¬ 
stall stands for anothe rterm, 
Brooke will seek Congress¬ 
man Joseph W. Martin’s seat 
on Capitol Hill. Martin, who 
was 80 on election day last 
November, is expected to re¬ 
tire at the end of his present 
term. 

W hile that may be Brooke's 
thinking at the present time 
most political pundits believe 
he will change his mind if the 
time comes when he must act¬ 
ually choose between being At¬ 
torney General and Congress¬ 
man. 

Brooke now holds the high¬ 
est elective office of any Ne^ro 
in the United States. That 
would not be the case if he 
were a Congressman. 

He has been discussed as a 
possible Vice Presidential 
choice if Michigan’s Governor 
Romney were the GOP nom¬ 
inee for President. 

Brooke now is a figure of 
national prominence. In four 
years as a Congressman he 
would gradually fade into 
comparative obscurity. 

These are political facts of 
life which Brooke undoubted¬ 
ly will weigh carefully if and 
when he makes a choice be¬ 
tween the Attorney General¬ 
ship and a seat in Congress.

Peabody Favors 
Convention Ban 

Don’t attach too much im¬ 
portance to ex-Governor Endi- 
cott Peabody’s statement that 
Senator Saltonstall is thinking 
about stepping down next year. 
It would be difficult to think 


of anyone who would know less 
about Saltonstall’s plans than 
Peabody. 

Peabody’s assertion that he 
himself will be a candidate for 
either Governor or U. S. Sena¬ 
tor next year is what he has 
been saying al lalong. An an¬ 
nouncement by Peabody that 
he didn't intend to run for 
office next year would be a 
real bombshell. 

What was most interesting 
was Peabody's indication that 
he favors the abolition of the 
pre-primary convention system 
of endorsing candidates. He 
said the convention endorse¬ 
ment means nothing since the 
voters decide in the primary 
anyway. 

We agree with Peabody 
that the convention system 
should be wiped out although 
we don’t recall his making 
any fight to abolish it when he 
was Governor. 

However, the convention en¬ 
dorsement does mean some¬ 
thing. A candidate who comes 
out of the convention a winner 
has a running start — perhaps 
even an unfair advantage — 
over his primary adversaries. 

In each primary the Dem¬ 
ocratic voters upset at least 
one candidate endorsed by the 
convention. That happened to 
Peabody himself last year. 

But a lot of candidates have 
won state-wide offices, partic¬ 
ularly below the level of Gov¬ 
ernor, solely because they 
managed to win a convention 
endorsement and achieve a de¬ 
gree of prominence.

Buck Dumaine Is 
Still An Enigma 

The situation at Republican 
State headquarters is about as 
confusing as in Vietnam—and 
not much more peaceful. 

The enigma in the GOP pic¬ 
ture is State Chairman Fred¬ 
eric C. (Buck) Dumaine. and 
there is a strong suspicion 
that he enjoys being an enig¬ 
ma. 

One Boston newspaper com¬ 
pounded the confusion when 
it reported that an agreement 
had been reached between 
Governor Volpe, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Brooke, Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Richardson and Dumaine 
himself that Dumaine would 
be replaced by State Senator 
John Parker of Taunton. 

If there was any basis of 
fact whatever in that report, it 
certainly has not been reflect¬ 
ed in any public utterance by 
Dumaine. 

In fact, a speech Dumaine 
made to members of the Re¬ 
publican State Committee cre¬ 
ated just the opposite impres¬ 
sion. 

Dumaine said he realized 
that he was the irritant who 
was causing discord. And he 
said he was wiling to step 
aside for the right man. 

Then he invited the State 
Committee members to shop 
around for a new chairman 
and intimated strongly that he 
would support whomever they 
selected. 

Dumaine made no reference 
to Volpe , Brooke and Richard¬ 
son; nor did he give the im¬ 
pression that he felt they 
should have anything to say 


about the choice of a new 
State Chairman. 

That Dumaine a short time 
earlier had no intention of 
getting out was indicated by 
the fact that he had moved for 
the adoption of new by-laws 
which would have tightened 
his control over the State Com¬ 
mittee and made it less re¬ 
sponsive to Volpe, Brooke and 
Richardson. 

Volpe, Brooke, Richardson 
and Senator Saltonstall all op¬ 
posed the suggested new by¬ 
laws, and the committee mem¬ 
bers withheld action on them 
although Dumaine's support¬ 
ers insisted that he had the 
necessary backing to push 
them through if he had chosen 
to do so. 

What actually brought mat¬ 
ters to a head and started the 
latest move to oust Dumaine 
was a letter sent by H. Ladd 
Plumley to Volpe, Richardson 
and Brooke. 

Plumley, who recently re¬ 
signed as Republican Finance 
Committee Chairman. told 
Volpe , Brooke and Richardson 
that they could choose between 
Dumaine and raising enough 
money to keep the GOP wheels 
rolling. 

He made it plain that in his 
opinion no Republican fund¬ 
raising endeavor could be suc¬ 
cessful while Dumaine was 
GOP State Chairman. 

This precipitated a show¬ 
down and a new agreement be¬ 
tween Volpe, Brooke and Rich¬ 
ardson that Dumaine had to 
g°- 

However, it is a fact that 
Dumaine has strong grass 
roots support in the Republi¬ 
can State Committee and that 
it would not be easy to replace 
him if he put up a fight. 

It certainly would take the 
combined efforts of V olpe, 
Brooke, Richardson and Sal¬ 
tonstall rallying behind one 
one candidate to get Dumaine 
out against his wishes and 
would involve a political 
blood-letting. 

Dumaine's strength in the 
Republican State Committee 
stems principally from two 
sources. 

First, there are the conserva¬ 
tives of the Goldwater wing, 
many of whom would back Du¬ 
maine if they had to choose 
between him on the one side 
and Volpe, Brooke and Rich¬ 
ardson on the other. 

Secondly, there are a num¬ 
ber of State Committee mem¬ 
bers who understandably feci 
they owe Dumaine a debt of 
gratitude for loaning the com¬ 
mittee $125,000 to keep it go¬ 
ing last fall. 

It also should be remember¬ 
ed that the Republican State 
Committee members don't au¬ 
tomatically jump when Volpe 
and Brooke snap the whip. If 
they did. Dumaine would not 
have been elected chairman in 
1963. 

Volpe, Brooke and Salton¬ 
stall at that time publicly 
urged the election of Attorney 
Donald Whitehead. But a ma¬ 
jority of the committee mem¬ 
bers staged what amounted to 
a revolt and elected Dumaine. 

So the situation is consider¬ 
ably more complicated than 
some newspaper reports indi¬ 
cate. How serious Dumaine 
is when he says he would step 
down for the right man also is 
a hig question.

Veterans with nonservice- 
connected disabilities who 
are applying for pensions 
were reminded today by Wil¬ 
liam F. Connors, manager, 
Veterans Administration Of¬ 
fice, Boston, that they can no 
longer deduct from reported 
income the full amount they 
have contributed to other pen¬ 
sions or retirement plans. 

That practice ceased Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1965, when the present 
law went into effect. 

Prior to that time, a person 
was able to report “no in¬ 
come” until the entire 
amount contributed by him to 
a pension or retirement fund 
had been returned to him. 
The new law limits the 
amount that may be exclud¬ 
ed as income to ten percent 
of the total contributed. 

VA pensions are paid on a 
basis of need to veterans and 
dependents within certain in¬ 
come limits. They must re¬ 
port their entire income for 
the calendar year in question 
but the VA will deduct the 
following in determining in- 
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come eligibility: (1) Ten per¬ 
cent of the payments to an in¬ 
dividual under any public or 
private annuity or retirement 
plan, including Social Secur¬ 
ity pension; (2) Amounts paid 
by a veteran for the last ill¬ 
ness and burial of his spouse 
or child; (3) Profit rtalized 
from sale of real estate or 
personal property other than 
in the course of business; (4) 
Payments received for jury 
duty; (5) Payments under the 
War Orphans Education As¬ 
sistance Act; (6) State bonus¬ 
es paid to veteran; (7) Ex¬ 
clusion of all of a spouse’s 
income, or $1,200 of her in- j 
come, whichever is more ad-J 
vantageous.

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The Commission has relat¬ 
ed the insights gained from ( 
this PTA study to the historv 
of the development of the city¬ 
wide system of Halloween 
parties during the past 20 
years. The parties grew out 
of a desire of people in certain 
neighborhoods to offer the 
young people an alternative 
to destructive vandalism on 
Halloween. 

Neighborhood committees 
of interested citizens were 
formed, and under the inspir-1 
ation of then Recreation 
Supervisor, Mrs. Ragna Hov- 
gaard, working in close co¬ 
operation with many school 
principals, the idea spread to 
all neighborhoods of the city. 
Although churches and other 
neighborhood facilities were 
used in the early years, 
schools soon came to be used 
almost exclusively as sites 
for the parties because they 
suited the purpose best. 

Also, although the original 
! neighborhood committees con- 
Isisted of any interested citi- 
|zens, gradually it was ob¬ 
served that the persons most 
vitally interested in any 
neighborhood were the same 
people who were active mem¬ 
bers of that neighborhood 
P.T.A. To avoid duplication 
j of meetings, information, no¬ 
tices, etc., the neighborhood 
J Halloween committees were

at all levels”; and that 
among parents “There was 
some expression of dissatis¬ 
faction due to disinterest on 
the part of students and/or 
other parents.” 

Recruitment of parents to 
volunteer with planning and 
conduct of the parties varies 
greatly from school to school, 
with one junior high forced to 
cancel “because of lack of co¬ 
operation from parents and 
inadequate coverage for safe¬ 
ty of students.” In many 
cases parents must be 
“drafted” to volunteer their 
help. The study committee 
report also points out that 
“The parties were originally 
organized to prevent vandal 
ism, but this does not seem 
to be the reason for them to¬ 
day. 

Rather, the “purpose” of 
the parties is seen as provid¬ 
ing an activity on Halloween 
for those students who wish 
to participate.” The study 
committee report also calls 
for a clearer definition of re¬ 
sponsibility for the Hallo¬ 
ween parties; and more co¬ 
operative planning between ; 
the schools, the Recreation 
Department and the “City.” 

In the light of the above 
stated historical development; 
of the Halloween parties and 
the P.T.A. Study Committee 
Report, the Recreation Com¬ 
mission has developed certain 
j policies. The Recreation Com¬ 
mission is in accord with and 
desires to enhance the free¬ 
dom of choice of each indi¬ 
vidual school, P.T.A. and 
neighborhood, within the au¬ 
tonomous school system and 
neighborhood tradition of 
Newton, to decide whether or 
not to have a party and what 
kind. 

The Recreation Department 
is fully aware of the pressures 
on modern parents; and the 
changing needs and desires of 
the younger generation. The 
Recreation Commission be¬ 
lieves that choice is funda¬ 
mental to the philosophy of 
recreation. 

In consequence, the Recre¬ 
ation Department will con¬ 
tinue its supporting and co¬ 
ordinating role (outlined 
above) with those schools 
which choose to conduct Hal- 
| loween parties for those stu- 
! dents who wish to participate. 
Some schools may decide be¬ 
cause of lack of student and/ 
or parent interest to discon¬ 
tinue Halloween parties. The 
Recreation Department 
stands ready to work with 
those which choose to con¬ 
tinue. The resources of the 
department (as outlined 
above) are at their disposal. 
We ask that all P.T.A. who 
will initiate parties and who 
wish to avail themselves of 
the services of the Recreation 
Department, contact the de¬ 
partment office as early as 
possible. 

Many P.T.A.’s have already 
forwarded to the office this 
Spring the name of their 
building chairman. A deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to con¬ 
duct a party with Recreation 
Department services must be 
made, however, no later than 
September 30. The Recrea¬ 
tion Commission will continue 
to serve as the only agency

qualified to seek the financial 
support of the Newton Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce; and there¬ 
for those responsible for con¬ 
ducting parties should not so¬ 
licit individual merchants. 

The experience of over 20 
years is available from the 
Recreation Department in the 
form of consultation and ques¬ 
tion answering services to 
Building Chairmen and other 
party-planning groups. 

At the high school level the 
Recreation Commission is de¬ 
sirous of working with stu¬ 
dent government and/or PTA 
leaders to select an attractive 
and desirable substitute for 
the Totem Pole Dances. The 
facilities at the high schools 
and the Armory were reject 
ed by student government 
representatives in 1964 and 
again in the Spring of 1965 
Moseley’s on the Charles in 
Dedham has been recom¬ 
mended by student study 
committee members. 

However, the Recreation 
Commission has voted not to 
participate in the planning of 
a Halloween dance outside the 
City of Newton. The Recrea¬ 
tion Department will cooper¬ 
ate with the student govern¬ 
ments of the high schools, and 
is desirous of reaching a mu¬ 
tually acceptable plan. 

The current difficulty of 
finding a suitable location for 
an all-high school dance indi¬ 
cates to the Recreation Com¬ 
mission that other regional 
non-school connected affairs 
suggested in the study com¬ 
mittee report would face the 
same fundamental obstacle. 
The Commission will not ini¬ 
tiate any such regional par¬ 
ties, but stands ready to sup¬ 
port desirable changes in 
party format conceived by re¬ 
sponsible groups. 

The fact that Halloween 
1965 falls on a Sunday com¬ 
plicates matters. The P.T.A. 
study committee report indi¬ 
cates a majority of parents 
prefer Saturday, over either 
Sunday or Monday as the 
most appropriate time to 
celebrate Halloween this 
year. The Recreation Com¬ 
mission, therefore, will co¬ 
operate in the planning of 
parties on the elementary and 
junior high school level on 
Saturday; and with high 
school representatives either 
on Saturday, or, if necessary 
to obtain a suitable site, on 
Monday.

A memorial service was 
held for Waldo Cutler Peeb¬ 
les, 70, of 21 Duffield Rd., 
Auburndale, modern language 
professor at Boston Univer¬ 
sity for 44 years, in the New 
Church Theological Chapel, 
Cambridge, Tuesday.

Professor Peebles founded 
the B. U. chapter of the Ger¬ 
man National Honor Society, 
and reactivated the annual 
“Tivoli” of the German Club. 

He was an active member 
of the Swedenborgian Church 
and for more than 40 years 
served on many of its com¬ 
mittees.

Alderman William Carmen 
yesterday urged that greater 
consideration be shown to 
Newton home-owners whose 
properties are taken to make 
way for the construction of 
new public facilities.

School. I believe that it is 
imperative that the present 
administration make clear its 
attitude toward home owners 
it displaces,” Carmen de¬ 
clared. 

"As I clearly stated at the 
Board of Alderman meeting 
on June 21, 1965, the experi¬ 
ence of the five home owmers 
being displaced for the new 



Burr School leaves much to 
be desired. 

"In this situation the ad¬ 
ministration. based on the 
judgment of only one Real 
Estate appraiser, has in my 
judgment asked for an insuf¬ 
ficient appropriation for the 
taking of these homes and 
the vacant land involved. 

"The humane part of the 
problem not being met by the 
present administration is with 
reference to the ability of 
these home owners to con¬ 
tinue to live in their home 
city of Newton. 

“Evidently, no concern is 
given to the problem these 
people now have of finding an¬ 
other similar house in a simi¬ 
lar location. The method of 
calculation is cold, lacks con¬ 
sideration and seems to forget 
that above all people are in¬ 
volved, not just real estate,” 
he said. 

If Newton is desirous of 
upgrading itself through pro¬ 
grams of development or re¬ 
development, then where peo¬ 
ple are concerned there must 
be a change in attitude and 
our administration must 
make a special effort to see 
that every person and family ] 
is treated fairly,” Carmen 
asserted.

The salary of Newton’s 
^ayor, who assumes office 
next New Year’s Day, will be 
$ 20,000 a year. 

An increase in the May¬ 
or’s pay from $15,000 to 
$20,000, effective Jan. 1, 
was approved by the Board 
of Aldermen by a unani¬ 
mous 18-0 vote Monday 
night. 

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs told 
The Graphic that he will sign 
| the Aldermanic order for the 
mayoralty wage hike when it 
reaches his desk. 

He pointed out that a num¬ 
ber of school officials and 
some municipal department 
heads now get higher salaries 
►"than the Mayor. 

However, Gibbs has taken 
the position that he person¬ 
ally would not accept a pay 
raise for himself unless it 
were authorized by a vote of 
the people of Newton. 

But he left little doubt that 
he believes the incoming May¬ 
or should get $ 20,000 a year. 

Alderman William M. Glov- 

sky recommended that the 
Mayor’s pay be hiked to 
$25,000 annually, but no ac¬ 
tion was taken on his pro¬ 
posal. 

■ Alderman John P. Nixon, 

• Chairman of the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee, reported 
to the full board Monday night 
that his committee had okay¬ 
ed a raise to $20,000 by a 7-0 
vote. 


Nixon said that in the old 
days the demands upon a 
Mayor were relatively limit¬ 
ed and that it was feasible 
then to have part-time May¬ 
ors. 

He declared that with the 
growth in the city’s popula¬ 
tion, the increase in public 
services and the rise in mu¬ 
nicipal problems it has been 
necessary for Mayors to de¬ 
vote full time to their duties.

Vo/pe's Popularity Rises 
During Fight For Sales Tax 

Governor Volpe’s popularity has risen while he 
has been fighting for the enactment of a sales tax. 

> A survey just completed by a professional poll¬ 
ing organization showed that Volpe today would win 
reelection by more than 200,000 votes over any of 
his potential Democratic opponents. 

Last November, Volpe defeated Francis X. Bel- 
lotti by 23,000 votes, and Bellotti was not as strong 
a candidate as either Senate President Maurice A. 
Donahue or former Attorney General Edward J. Mc¬ 
Cormack, Jr., would be. 

This means, of course, that there has been an 
upsurge in Volpe’s political stock since the State elec¬ 
tion and that a substantial majority of the voters 
across the Commonwealth approve of what Volpe has 
been doing during the first six months of his term. 

It also confirms the belief of many political ob¬ 
servers that Volpe will be a tough customer for any 
Democratic candidate to topple a little more than 
15 months from now. 

If Volpe maintains his present high popularity 
and wins reelection by a big margin next year, he 
will move out into the forefront as a potent con¬ 
tender for the Republican Vice Presidential or even 
Presidential nomination in 1968.

[ tions or registration require¬ 
ments for dogs at all. 

People in some of the bar- 
riadas have as many as six 
dogs to insure protertion of 
their lives and property 
. which is not afforded by a 
meagre police force which 
rarely ventures beyond the 
doors of the police station. 
The result of careless atten¬ 
tion to the dogs has been a 
high incidence of rabies 

I throughout the city. 

Since coming to Chimbote 
I have seen four dogs dying 
of this terrible disease, the 
latest only last week. Once 
the visible signs of the dis¬ 
ease have set in there is little 
to do for man or dog but ease 
the pain of death in his last 
days. 

One incident which oc¬ 
curred recently fairly illus¬ 
trates many things about 
my adopted city. 

While on my way home 
from the Peace Corps office 
I arrived at the intersection 
of the main plaza to find an 
obviously rabid dog frothing 
at the mouth and going 
around in circles in the mid¬ 
dle of the street. 

The passersby gave the 
dog a pitying smile and 
walked blissfully on com¬ 
pletely unaware of the grave 
danger lurking in the dogs 
bite. 

My companions and I 
walked half a block to the 

public health office where we 
fortunately came upon the 
director of the institution. We 
persuaded him to come and 
see the dog for himself. 
Tragically, he concluded only 
that the dog “had been 
stunned by a car.” 

Dumbfounded by this re¬ 
sponse, we asked him if 
there was some way of 
putting the dog out of its’ 
misery and passersby out 
of danger. 

“Maybe we can get another 

ear to finish it off,” he sug¬ 
gested as he stepped on to 
the street and started point¬ 
ing the dog out to passing 
motorists, vainly hoping that 
one of them would run over 
the poor creature. 

The drivers, of course, mis¬ 
took him for a humanitarian 
who was asking them not to 
run over the dog and every 
car that came by gave the 
dog a wide berth. 

As a crowd of curious on¬ 
lookers gathered to enjoy the 
spectacle, the director hur¬ 
ried back to his office in an 
embarrassed huff. My friends 
and I decided to try to obtain 
help at the police station 
which was on the corner. 

The sergeant at the desk, 
after listening to our story, 

' appeared bewildered and 
then said, “I don’t know' 
that there’s much we can 
do except shoot the dog.” 
Now we were completely 
exasperated and wondered 
whether it was all worth 
the effort to help the poor 
suffering dog. 

Then the unbelievable! 
There was not one gun to. 
be found in or around the 


Chimbote police station. The 
frenzied search took about 
twenty minutes. 

After loading the weapon, 
the policeman followed us 
outside to the corner where 
more spectators were gazing 
at the pain - wracked ani¬ 
mal and were waiting for a 
look at madam death as she 
joined the dog. 

In the regal manner of 
bull fighters our officer 
pushed through the crowd 
and into the arena. 

The policeman almost 
waved to the audience but 
remembering his mission 
turned to the still circling 
canine and from three feet 
away pumped two carefully 
aimed bullets into that walk¬ 
ing rabies nest.

“would be properly informed 
and know that a number of 
able men and women of the 
community have been in¬ 
volved and have given gen¬ 
erously of their time and ef¬ 
fort to assure the desired re¬ 
sults.” 

He said that a new agency, 
Newton Community Action, 
Inc., was formed for the 
purpose of administering 
the program and that the 
city through this organiza¬ 
tion filed its application for 
federal funds “under pro¬ 
visions of the Economic Op¬ 
portunity Act of 1964 pro¬ 
viding for the conduct of 
programs dealing with pov¬ 
erty in the community, un¬ 
employment and employ¬ 
ment counselling, illiteracy, 
remedial reading and other 
problems.” He declared this 
was done as speedily as was 
possible with the work in¬ 
volved. 

(Mayor Gibbs, in response 
f to questions by The Graphic, 
said the city itself did not ap¬ 
ply for funds. He explained 
that he felt it would be better 
for the Newton Community 
Action, Inc., to take over the 
program than for the city to 
handle it directly.)

finally submitted to the Office 
of Economic Opportunity on 
June 30.”

Project Head 
Start Here Has 
65 Enrollment 

Newton is one of 2300 com¬ 
munities throughout the na¬ 
tion that are receiving fed¬ 
eral funds from the Office of 
Economic opportunity for the 
support of Project Head 
Start. 

The city has enrolled a to¬ 
tal of 65 children in this pre¬ 
school program, which began 
June 28 and wiH run for 
eight weeks. 

Transportation and noon 
lunches will be provided for 
the children whose school day 
is from 8:20 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
In addition to the profession¬ 
al staff, there are some non¬ 
professional volunteer work¬ 
ers and a few paid neighbor¬ 
hood workers. There will also 
be 18 teen-age nursery aides 
assisting. 

These young people are en¬ 
rolled in a special work-study 
summer program at the high 
school level and are being 
paid from other federal funds 
to continue their education 
and training.

Two Newton Educators 
On Sponsored Program 


Two Boston University fac¬ 
ulty members from Newton 
are serving as consultants to 
a first-of-its-kind program in 
developing training materials 
for occupational therapy as¬ 
sistants. 

Mrs. Miriam Rltvo of New¬ 
ton, a training associate at 
the University’s Human Rela¬ 
tions Center and lecturer at 
the School of Education and 
School of Nursing, and Dr. 
Malcolm S. Knowles of New¬ 
ton Highlands, professor of 
education at the School of Ed¬ 
ucation,, participate in the 
program sponsored jointly by 
The Medical Foundation, Inc. 
of Boston, a United Fund 
agency, and the Massachu¬ 
setts Department of Mental 
Health. 

To finance the study a first- 
year grant of $18,984 and ap¬ 
proval for an additional three 
years has been awarded to the 
Foundation and the state Men¬ 
tal Health Department by the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Ad¬ 
ministration of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. Miss Marion W. 
Crampton of Arlington, Super¬ 
visor of Occupational Therapy 
for the Massachusetts Mental 
Health Department, is the pro¬ 
ject director.

therapy assistants,” said Har¬ 
old W. Demone, Jr., Executive 
Director of The Medical Foun¬ 
dation, Inc. ’No material has 
been produced for training oc¬ 
cupational therapy assistants 
since standards for training 
were established in 1958, he 
said. 

“By refining and adapting 
the existing material offered 
by the American Occupational 
Therapy Association’s pro¬ 
gram for training occupational 
therapy assistants in Massa¬ 
chusetts, we will try to de¬ 
velop a teaching program with 
a built-in technique for evalu¬ 
ating the curriculum,” said 
Allen Spiegel, project director 
for the Medical Foundation, 
Inc. 

Data and teaching aids from 
the project could be utilized 
nationwide by 11 approved 
occupational therapy training 
centers in 33 professional occu¬ 
pational therapy curricula, by 
50 mental health departments, 
by the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion, and many other organi¬ 
zations concerned with reha¬ 
bilitation. 

“The study will be the first 
attempt to pull together a cur¬ 
riculum for training and an 
evaluation of the curriculum,” 
Mr. Spiegel said. 

Mrs. Ritvo will provide help 
In studying the human rela¬ 
tions aspects of the program 
and will “consider such things 
as how the therapist relates 
to the patient,” Mr. Spiegel 
said. “Dr. Knowles, who has 
a wide background in adult 
education, will answer such 
questions as ‘What kind of 
education do people need to 
do the jobs they are doing’?” 
he said. Mrs. Ritvo and Dr. 
Knowles will eventually be in¬ 
volved in the training of in¬ 
structors who will teach occu¬ 
pational therapy assistants. 

Goals of the study would 
include: preparation of ma¬ 
terial on learning theories and 
methodology concerning the 
adult as a learner; study and 
evaluation of present teaching 
methods and the experimenta¬ 
tion with new techniques; and 
reinforcement and enrichment 
of the basic level of instruc¬ 
tion through the development 
of specialized audio-visual aids 
and accompanying teaching 
guides. A teaching textbook 
and casebook would be de¬ 
veloped.

Newton Shows

In Art Display 

Much Newton interest is be¬ 
ing displayed in the first New 
England showing of 29 etch¬ 
ings by painter-lithographer 
William Gropper currently on 
exhibition at Brandeis Uni¬ 
versity’s Golbfarb Library. 

The etchings, the first to be 
created by the artist, will 
hang on the main floor of the 
library through Aug. 13. The 
exhibition will be open daily 
from 9-5. The public is invited 
without charge. 

Mr. Gropper, a well-known 
New York artist and illustra¬ 
tor, was bora in New York in 
1897. He was educated at the 
Ferrer School, the National 
Academy of Design, and the 
New York School of Fine and 
Applied Arts. He began his 
career as an artist with the 
New York Tribune in 1919. 

He is the author of a num¬ 
ber of political cartoons, and 
the illustrator of some 14 
books, including “The Crime 
of Imprisonment’’ by George 
Bernard Shaw.

Donahue Making Great Gains 
If Curley Theory Was Right 

If the old-time politicians such as the late James 
M. Curley were right in their philosophy about public¬ 
ity, Senate President Maurice A. Donahue must be 
making great strides toward the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for Governor. 

' Curley’s theory was that a politician was helped 
every time he got his name in the newspapers as long 
as it wasn’t a story about his being arrested, indicted 
or sent to jail. 

* Quite a few other politicos operated on the same 
^principle, expressing the belief that most people didn’t 
remember what they read about a politician, merely 
that they saw his name in the newspapers. 

There is a wide difference of opinion as lo how 
much merit there was to that theory. It worked fairly 
well for Curley even though he never succeeded in 
winning reelection as Mayor of Boston after his 
> r name had been constantly before the public. 

Curley, of course, was in a class by himself. On 
a slow day, when there wasn’t much news he’d stir 
things up by directing a withering blast at the Secre¬ 
tary of State or even the President of the United 
States. 

Once we asked Curley a question when he was 
involved in a bitter controversy with the old Boston

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their problems themselves. 
Thus the North American 
members of the organization 
do not “do things for the 
people” but rather, help to 
organize people to “do things 
for themselves.” 


Mayor Donald L. Gibbs de¬ 
clared yesterday that he had 
instructed City Solicitor Matt 
B. Jones to file against the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Au¬ 
thority as a result of the re¬ 
fusal of that agency to pay the 
city for the old Newton Corner 
fire station. 

The Mayor asserted that he 
will seek $255,000 for the fire- 
hotfse plus interest since last 
Dec. 8 when the fire station 
was turned over to the Turn¬ 
pike Authority. 

It will be the second law¬ 
suit brought by the city 


against the Turnpike Author¬ 
ity. Already pending in court 
is a petition by the city to 
compel that agency to build a 
footbridge at Newton Comer. 

Representatives of the Turn¬ 
pike Authority in their nego¬ 
tiations with Mayor Gibbs 
have offered to pay him the 
$255,000 for the Newton Corn¬ 
er firehouse if he dropped the 
suit for the construction of 
the footbridge. 

The Mayor refused, insist¬ 
ing that the two matters are 
independent of each other. 

At one point a Turnpike Au¬ 


thority member suggested a 
compromise under which that 
agency would pay the tfrst 
$50,000 toward the cost of 
building the footbridge, with 
the city to assume the balance 
of the expense. 

Mayor Gibbs indicated his 

willingness to compromise on 
that basis, but the other two 
Turnpike Authority members 
did not go along with the idea. 

The Mayor and Turnpike 
Authority Chairman John T. 
Driscoll exchanged sharp let¬ 
ters in May and June when 
Gibbs first threatened to sue 


DriscoH’3 agency. Negotia¬ 
tions since then have not no¬ 
where. causing the Mayor to 
go through with his threat and 
order Jones to bring suit. 

M ay o r Gibbs yesterday 
blasted the Turnpike Author¬ 
ity members for failing to 
keep faith with the city and 
for not fulfilling an agreement 
made by the late William F. 
Callahan, former Turnpike 
Authority chairman. 

“I think the Turnpike Au¬ 
thority is remiss in not pay¬ 
ing Newton $255,000 for the

Participants are paid a sal¬ 
ary designed to cover all liv¬ 
ing expenses, plus their 
roundtrip fare from the 
United States to Venezuela.

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participated in the safety 
training classes conducted at 
most of Newton’s public 
grade schools and many of 
the summer playgrounds. 

"The most important 
thing we try to teach in the 
program,” he said, “is 
awareness. Most young- 
sters ride without looking. 
They get in the habit while 
riding on playgrounds and 
in their yards where it is 
safe.’ The sidewalk is not 
carry the practice out onto 
the streets where it is de¬ 
cidedly not safe. 

"We try to have the parents 
join us in the program so that 
they may watch for faulty 
riding when the boys and 
girls are near their homes. 
We also like to correct some 
false ideas many parents 
have regarding bicycle safety. 

"For instance,” he con¬ 
tinued, "many parents will 
tell their children to ‘ride 
on the sidewalk where it’s 
safe. The sidewalk is not 
only illegal for bicycle rid¬ 
ers, it is also the most 
dangerous place to ride. We 
have more accidents and in¬ 
juries involving youngsters 
riding on the sidewalk than 
we do on the street. 

"The primary reason for 
this,” continued Officer 
Feeley, “is that the child on 
a bicycle riding the sidewalk 
is often invisible to a driver 
leaving his driveway until he 
is well over half-way out of 
the drive and completely 
across the sidewalk. Hedges 
and buildings may obscure 
his vision or his attention may 
be directed to the street 
watching for oncoming traf- 
fice.” 

The program is conducted 
on a local level—that is, in 
the child’s own neighborhood. 

”W r e train them near their 
own homes because this is 
where they’ll do most of 
their riding,” reasoned Of¬ 
ficer Feeley. 

No sit-back-and-watch in¬ 
structor, Officer Feeley 
drives up to the neighborhood 
playground with his own bicy¬ 
cle in the trunk of his car. He 
tucks his pant legs into the 
tops of his socks, mounts up 
and leads the youngsters out j 
onto the street himself. 

The first part of the in¬ 
struction is given to the teach¬ 
ing of signals and safety 
rules. Then out onto the street 
where the boys and girls put 
into practice the movements 
and rules learned on the 
playground. 

"The signals are impor¬ 
tant,” states Officer Feeley. 
“They help not only the 
driver who is watching the 
child on a bike but also the 
child himself since he be¬ 
comes more aware of his 
behavior when he is re¬ 
quired to signal than he 
might otherwise be. Again, 
awareness. This is the most 
important part of our train¬ 
ing. 

“This is the first step 

in driver training,” he said. 
“The signals are the same 
and getting a youngsters used 
to giving them will carry over 
into their automobile driving 
habits.” 

While the Newton pro¬

Gibbs said angrily. 

“I have given the Turnpike 
Atuhority every possible 
chance to pay their just debt 
and have got nowhere,” the 
Mayor continued. 

"My patience is exhaust¬ 
ed,” he emphasized. 

"Apparently, the only re¬ 
medy is to let the court set¬ 
tle it,” he added. 

While the Mayor said he 
would like to resolve the mat¬ 
ter before he leaves office 
next New Year’s Day, it is un¬ 
likely that the case would be 
settled in court by then. 

However, the city would re¬ 
ceive interest on whatever 
award is made to it by the 
court. 

The Mayor said the late 
Chairman Callahan offered to 
pay the city $255,000 for the 
Newton Corner fire station. 

He asserted that he confer¬ 
red with other municipal of¬ 
ficials and then wrote to Cal¬ 
lahan accepting the offer. 

Callahan died before the 
transaction was completed 
and was replaced by former 
State Treasurer John T. Dris¬ 
coll as chairman of the Turn¬ 
pike Authority. 

Mayor Gibbs declared that 
Callahan had the fire station 
appraised and that the ap¬ 
praiser valued the firehouse 
at $255,000. 

Callahan sent Gibbs a copy 

of the appraisal, estimating 
the worth of the building at 
$255,000, and Gibbs has a 
photostatic copy of the ap¬ 
praisal. 

Under the law, the Turnpike 
Authority could not have 
taken either the Newton Cor¬ 
ner or West Newton fire sta¬ 
tions unless the city had 
agreed to the taking since one 
public agency cannot seize 
property owned by another 
public agency. 

Gibbs explained that he 
consented to the taking only 
after it was agreed that the 
city would be paid $250,000 
for the West Newton firehouse 
and $255,000 for the Newton 
Corner fire station. 

The city received the $250,- 
000 for the West Newton fire 
station but has not been paid 
for the Newton Corner fire¬ 
house which is being used as 
a storage depot by the Turn¬ 
pike Authority. 

Mayor Gibbs has been ne¬ 
gotiating with Turnpike Au¬ 
thority representatives in an 
effort to reach a settlement 
but has been angered by their 
refusal to live up to Calla¬ 
han’s agreement.

“Why should I answer a question for you?” Cur¬ 
ley demanded. 

“So you’ll get your name in 400,000 newspapers,” 
we answered. 

“That’s a good reason,” said Curley. “Repeat the 
question.” 

There was only one Janies M. Curley. However, 
one certain thing is that the people never elected 
anyone to high public office whom they didn't know. 

Another is that Senate President Maurice A. Don¬ 
ahue is a lot better known today then before the tax 
controversy began some weeks ago. 

At the beginning of the year, Donahue, who Is an 
unannounced candidate for Governor, was relatively 
unknown in many sections of the State. 


Some people, who don't pay 
much attention to political 
happenings, were even under 
the impression that John E. 
Powers was still president of 
the Senate. 

That's no longer true. Dona¬ 
hue todav is one of the best 
known public figures in the 
Commonwealth as a result of 
his participation in the tax de¬ 
bates and his support of a tax 
program designed to help the 
cities and towns to meet their 
financial problems. 

People may praise Donahue 
or criticize him. They may 
agree or disagree w ith what he 
•ays. The\ may consider him 
arbitrary in hi* opposition to 
Governor Yolpe's limited sales 
tax bill. 

But at least they have heard 
about him , and they probably 
have seen him and listened to 
him on television. 

One school of political pun¬ 
dit* maintain its poor politics 
to get out front in supporting 
a tax program as Donahue has 
done. 

Their theory got a jolt in 
last fall's campaign when Gov¬ 
ernor Yolpe took a forthright 
stand in favor of a sales tax 
to bail out the local commu¬ 
nities. Francis X. Bellotti side¬ 
stepped t h e problem. Yolpe 
won the election, at least 
partly on the issue of fiscal 
responsibility. 

Hou: much headway Dona¬ 
hue is making in his quest for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor is difficult to esti¬ 
mate at this time. He ap¬ 
pears to be drawing substan¬ 
tial support. 

However, this onlooker 
would offer the opinion that 
Donahue has gained much 
more than he has lost during 

the debate over taxe*.

Temporary Lull 
In Tax Battle 

A temporary midsummer 
lull has settled over Beacon 
Hill's big battle of taxes. 

All the proposed tax meas¬ 
ures aie being studied by the 
House Wa\.< and Means Com¬ 
mittee members who will en- 
dea\or to hammer out a com¬ 
promise tax program incorpo¬ 
rating what the\ consider the 
best features of the various 
tax hills. 

The big unanswered ques¬ 
tions are what tax scheme they 
will produce and whether they 
can obtain its passage after 
thex produce it. 

A majority of the members of 
the House of Representatives 
agree that some tax program 
should he enacted this year 
which would provide financial 
assistance for cities and towns 
and enable them to lower real 
estate tax rates. 

But there is a sharp differ¬ 
ence of opinion as to just what 
tax plan should he approved. 
That's where the multi-sided 
tax drive bogs down. 

Governor Yolpe's proposal 
for a 3 per cent limited sales 
tax and a moderate increase 
in the State income tax has the 
greatest public support and 
apparently the most legislate 
backing, counting both Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans, but ha* 
not \et enough support to 
achip\e i»a««as»e. 

The Demo vatic plan, call¬ 
ing for a doubling of State in¬ 


come taxes and enactment of 
various business taxes, for 
which Senate President Dona¬ 
hue has been stumping, has 
the most Democratic accept¬ 
ance, but at a caucus of House 
Democrats a majority of those 
in attendance recorded them¬ 
selves against the measure. 

A third bill sponsored by 
Representative Charles lannello 
and Charles H. O'Farrell, ad¬ 
vocating that the State pick up 
some of the federal excise 
taxes, that a vending machine 
tax be adopted and that the 
cigarette tax be boosted 2 
cents per package , also has 
some supporters. 

Opposing stands taken by 
Governor Volpe and Senate 
President Donahue have com¬ 
plicated the task of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Volpe wants a limited sales 
tax in some form included in 
the tax package the committee 
reports out. 

Donahue thus far has op¬ 
posed any version of a sales 
tax. 

Indications are that the com¬ 
mittee will approve the mod¬ 
erate income tax hike proposed 
by I olpe but will not go for 
the bigger income tax boost 
recommended in the Demo¬ 
cratic plan. 

The likelihood is that some 
of the proposals advanced by 
lannello and O’Farrell such as 
an increase in cigarette taxes 
and a tax on vending machines 
will be adopted. 

But these taxes would not 
yield the meaningful assistance 
for the cities and towns which 
Governor Yolpe declares must 
be provided before be will al¬ 
low the legislators to conclude 
their 1065 session. 

While some legislators are 
reticent about giving their as¬ 
sent to any tax program , they 
are not so bashful about voting 
to spend money. 

A great many law-makers de¬ 
clare that they will vote to 
have the State assume all wel¬ 
fare costs, all veterans’ aid 
expenses and all county costs. 

Those are sound steps. They 
have been advocated by Gov¬ 
ernor Yolpe. Senate President 
Donahue. Mayor John F. Col¬ 
lins and other responsible 
leaders. 

When the legislators vote to 
ha\e the State assume those 
expenses, however, they also 
have a responsibility to pro¬ 
vide the money with which the 
State can pay its bills. That's 
where some of the House and 
Senate members go into a slow 
faint. 

The so-called Willis Report 
was approved by the Legisla¬ 
ture before most of the mem¬ 
bers who voted for U even 
knew its contents or hou. much 
U uould cost the cities and 
towns to put Us recommenda¬ 
tions into effect. 

Now many legislators quick¬ 
ly change the subject when 
they’re asked how the money 
is going to be raised to enable 
the local communities to do the 
tilings which they voted must 
he done. 

It would be a farce if the 
Willis Report were enacted in¬ 
to law and then no new revenue 
was furnished to the cities and 
towns to enable them to com¬ 
ply wUh the lau.

The company developed 
this, the first and only skid 
school in the country, as a 
contribution to the national 
effort to control highway ac¬ 
cidents. 

Frank Crandall, Liberty 
Mutual’s chief engineer, will 
lecture on causes, prevention 
and control of skids, and will 
ride with each attendee as 
he drives the car in an en¬ 
forced slide, coaching him in 
proper control procedures. 

Says Chief Engineer Cran¬ 
dall: “There are many causes 
of skids—not only ice, snow, 
oil, water, leaves or sand on 
the pavement, but tire blow¬ 
outs, brake failure and taking 
a curve too fast, 


“Many accidents are caus- for the Newton residents. 


ed or made more serious by 
the fact that a car in a panic 
stop situation skids into 
lane of oncoming traffic. Or 
a car may slide into a vehicle 
or pedestrian straight ahead 
when the driver can’t stop. 

“Unfortunately, the average 
driver knows only one emer¬ 
gency procedure—jam on the 
brakes. That’s the worst thing 
you can do.” 

Crandall enumerates the 
following four cardinal rules 
for skid control: 

1— Don’t use your brakes at 
all unless your front wheels 
are locked and you can’t 
steer. In that case, stab your 
brakes and then release 
them. 

2— Don’t feed gas. 

3— Shift into neutral gear. 
(Not necessary in cars with 
automatic transmission). 

4— Countersteer — fight the 
skid.

Anne LeCompte, daughter 
of Dr. Philip M. LeCompte,

Red Cross 
Appeals For 
Blood Donors 

The Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross has 
issued an appeal to Newton 
residents for blood to replen¬ 
ish depleted supplies now on 
hand. Anthony Jaureguy, 
Chapter Chairman, warned: 

“A serious blood shortage 
exists throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth area affecting 
emergency treatment of acci¬ 
dent patients and causing the 
postponement of elective and 
“open heart” surgery in local 
hospitals. 

“Current reserves at both 
the blood center and at local 
hospitals is dangerously low 
and some types of blood are 
practically out of supply. The 
shortage is attributed to the 
recent hot and humid weather 
and because many regular 
donors are away on vacations. 
Industrial collections fall off 
because some large plants 
are shut down for annual 
leave. 

“Anyone in good health, 110 
pounds or over, between the 
ages of 19 and 59, is urged to 
give blood immediately.” 

According to Red Cross 
officials, the shortage may be 
acute through the first week 
of August, unless public re¬ 
sponse stems the need for 
donors to replenish exhausted 
supplies. 

Donors wishing an appoint¬ 
ment for giving blood are 
urged to call the Newton Red 
Cross Chaper, LA 7-6000. 

Normal demands by com¬ 
monwealth hospitals on the 
Red Cross center average be¬ 
tween 600 and 700 pints per 
day. The constant need for 
blood locally is emphasized 
by the fact that blood usage 
throughout Massachusetts av¬ 
erages one pint every three 
minutes. 

The normal daily inventory 
of blood in the Red Cross 
center averaging 1000 pints, is 
turned over about every two 
days. Blood secured from 
volunteer donors through the 
Red Cross program provides 
about 60% of the total blood

The Sudbury facility re¬ 
ceives 290 million gallons 
of water daily from Quab- 
bin and Wachusett.

When consumption exceeds 
intake, Commissioner Whit¬ 
more explained, the reservoir 
is forced to dip into reserves 
and prolonged use of this re¬ 
serve supply would dry up too 
large an area of the reservoir. 

During the summer months 
the average daily consump¬ 
tion of water in Boston and 
the 33 surrounding communi¬ 
ties which draw from the 
MDC system is about 265 mil¬ 
lion gallons. Thaf amount is 
higher this summer. 

While the restrictions, 
such as car washing and 
lawn watering, requested 
by Commissioner Whitmore 
are voluntary, failure to 
comply with them will re¬ 
sult in the MDC asking the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Health to rule that a wa¬ 
ter shortage exists in New¬ 
ton and other communities 
in the system in order that 
municipal officials may le¬ 
gally restrain the use of 
water on both public and 
private premises, it was 
stated.

Club, made up of twenty chil¬ 
dren who meet once a week, 
is directed by Lasell students, 
as is the Center’s annual 
Christmas party for the very 
young. And if extra hands or 
extra cookies are needed at 
these special occasions, word 
of this need spreads quickly 
over the Lasell campus. 

Frequently students nev¬ 
er before involved in com¬ 
munity affairs find them¬ 
selves assisting the more 
practiced Community Club 
members. Many hours are 
also given each year by La¬ 
sell girls to the Newton Tu¬ 
berculosis Association in the 
readying and mailing of 
Christmas Seals. 

Some of the activities of the 
Lasell Community Club take 
its members farther afield 
than Newton in thought and 
action. There is, for exam¬ 
ple, the 17-year-year-old girl 
in Greece, being educated 
with money raised through 
projects of Lasell Community 
Club members. In coopera¬ 
tion with the Save the Chil¬ 
dren Federation, the Lasell 
girls are making it possible 
for their sister in Greece to 
learn sewing as a profession. 
Her needs are modest but 
definite and each year the 
necessary amount for these 
needs is raised at Lasell by 
clothing and candy sales. 

Again close to home are the 
gifts of food each Thanksgiv¬ 
ing time for the Morgan Me¬ 
morial.

Project Head Start is con¬ 
ducted each day from 8:20 
a.m. to 3:20 p.m. at Child De¬ 
velopment Centers at the Sec¬ 
ond Church in Newton, West 
Newton, and the Bowen 
School, Newton Centre. 

Most of the children are be¬ 
tween 3 and 5 years old but a 
few 6-year-olds who have 
missed kindergarten due to 
illness are also enrolled. 
Many of the youngsters will 
enter kindergarten in the fall. 
The 6-year-olds will go di¬ 
rectly into first grade while 
the very little ones will con- 
reaching the required age 
eraching the required age 
level. 

Primarily a readiness pro¬ 
gram, Project Head Start 
teaches the youngsters to 
play, socialize, work with art 
materials, take care of them¬ 
selves and balance their day 
with rest and play. Outdoor 
and indoor games are played 
and there is no academic pro¬ 
gram. 

“The children in the pro¬ 
gram are still too young for 
academic study,” Mrs. Gay 
said.

In announcing his candi¬ 
dacy for a new term, Kraz- 
ier emphasized that all the 
voters in the city may .make 
eight choices for the School 
Committee, marking their 
ballots for one candidate 
from each ward.

Frazier asserted. 

“The most extensive build¬ 
ing program ever undertaken 
by the City of Newton, espec¬ 
ially the construction of a 
new Newton High School, will 
be planned and executed dur¬ 
ing this period,” he continued. 

“Policy problems of site, 
construction and adminis¬ 
tration must be settled,” 
Frazier declared. “These 
decisions will affect pro¬ 
foundly the careers of the; 
next generation of high 
school pupils from the 
North side of Newton. 

“The growth of the Newton 
Junior College has reached i 
saturation point,” he said. 
“Policy plans of far-reaching 
import must be established 
which will guide the future of 
more and more Newton boys 
and girls clamoring for ad¬ 
mittance to the already over¬ 
crowded college. 

“Long-range salary plans 
for school personnel, the con¬ 
sideration of particular roles 
performed by teachers, the 
further study of the condi¬ 
tions of teaching, and service 
of other school personnel, all 
demand attention if one is 
concerned with the mainten¬ 
ance of excellence in the New¬ 
ton public schools. 

‘And yet, with the ex¬ 
panding needs of the New¬ 
ton school department, the 
ability of the taxpayers to 
meet the ever-increasing 
costs of the entire city gov¬ 
ernment must be consider¬ 
ed. 

“I offer my 24 years of 

the Newton School Commit¬ 
tee as indication of my inter¬ 
est and concern for better 
education in a city that cares 
for the future,” Committee- 
man Frazier concluded.

Enjoy Summer 
Reading Program

A total of 1800 boys and 
girls are participating in 
the summer reading pro¬ 
gram sponsored by the 
Newton Free Library. 

What books do they read? 
And how much do they read? 

Miss Ann Golding of 49 
Washington Pk., Newtonville, 
lU?r»iian *t the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Library in Newton Cor¬ 
ner, supplies some interest¬ 
ing answers to those ques¬ 
tions. 

Miss Golding reports that 
Certificates will be awarded 
to youngsters who read 15 or 
more books during the course 
pf the summer. 

Five children are certain 
of getting those certificates. 
Since the reading program 
started on June 7 they al¬ 
ready have read 40 or more 
books apiece. That is an 
average of about a book a 
day. 

What books are in greatest 
Remand by the youngsters? 

That depends on their age, 
of course, answers Miss Gold¬ 
ing. 

One of the favorite books 
of the smallest and youngest 
readers is “Mary Poppins” 
by P. L. Travers. They also 
enjoy listening to folk and 
fairy tales. 

Children in the fifth and 
sixth grades like books about 
South America such as “Mag¬ 
ic Island” by Chastain or 
<about Antarctica such as 
•‘Alone” by Byrd. 

As might be expected, ad¬ 
venture and sports stories 
are the favorites of junior 
high school boys, Miss Gold¬ 
ing declares. Two of the 
lmost popular books with 
Newton boys of that age 
are Peyton’s “Sea Fever” 
and Harkins’ “Day of the 
Drag Race.” 

Junior High School girls, 
the librarian declares, like 
mystery and romance stories. 
Two of their top favorites are 
“A Time for Tenderness” by 
Betty Cavanna and “Tiger 
Bbrning Bright” by DuBois.” 

Once a week, the library 
also features Mrs. Virginia 
A. Tashjian of Watertown, 
who tells stories to children 
six years of age and older 
at all branches of the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Library. 

“We hope that through 
reading, the children will en¬ 
joy their summer more,” con¬ 
sulted Miss Golding. “They 
iL»ay travel all over the world 
without ever leaving their own 
backyard.” 

“ ‘Peter Pan’ was about a 
family named Darling,” wrote 
one ten-year-old girl in her 
first summer book report. 
“One night a boy called Peter 
jpan flies in their window and 
took the children to Never- 
never Land where no one ever 
grows up.” 

“ ‘Peter Pan’ is still very 
popular with the children,” 
said. Miss Golding. “Though 
they enjoy fiction, the young¬ 
sters also like space stories 
and biographies.” 

This summer’s theme, 
“Benny-World Traveler,” fo¬ 
cuses the children’s reading 
bn books about other coun¬ 
tries, both real and imagin¬ 
ary.

ern Massachusetts making public appearances ant 
shaking hands on a steaming, humid weekend in mid 
sumn er. 

A Senator planning to retire to the bucolic quie 
of his Dover farm wouldn’t be likely to do that. Anc 
Saltonstall’s talk to the Legislature didn’t sould like 
any farewell address to this listening post. 

Some of the GOP chieftains however, are uncon¬ 
vinced. 

They assert that members of Saltonstall’s family 
have been urging him to retire from public life and 
not to return to the political wars as an active com¬ 
batant next year. 


Besides, they add, Salton- 
atall will be 74 tears old next 
year, and there’s considerable 
doubt that he could win re- 
election to a six-year term 
over a formidable opponent. 

If the GOP loses Salton- 
itall’s seat, they warn, it would 
have a difficult time regaining 
it since the people have a ten¬ 
dency to reelect their Congress¬ 
men and Senators. 

Whether members of Salton- 
etalVs family are actually pres¬ 
suring him to u ind up his pub¬ 
lic career is not known to this 
uriter. but there is little doubt 
that some prominent members 
in the Republican party are 
trying to push or steer him in 
the direction of retirement. 

Saltonstall. however, doesn't 
push or steer easily. 

The situation is a confusing 
one, and Saltonstall's appear¬ 
ance at the State House didn’t 
do much to clarify it. 

Saltonstall himself insists 
that he hasn't made his politi¬ 
cal plans for next year .and he 
declares with some logic that 
he can t disclose his intentions 
until he knows what they are. 

If Saltonstall is playing a 
eoy political game instead of 
announcing that he will run in 
1966, he may be injuring his 
own reelection prospects. 

All the speculation as to 
what Saltonstall will do em- 
hasizes the fact that he will 
e 74 rears old next year and 
that if he runs again he will he 
•eeking another six-rear term 
which would extend until he is 
80. 

Of course. Saltonstall would 
not he the first 80-year-old 
Senator if he should achiere 
reelection and serve out his 
term. 

Senator Carl Harden of Ari- 
fona, who is almost 90, is 
chairman of the extremely im¬ 
portant Senate appropriations 
committee. 

Hayden, incidentally, is pre¬ 
paring to stand for a new term. 
His opponent will be former 
Senator Barry Gold water, who 
gave up his Senate seat to run 
for the Presidency. 

The guessing is that the 
people of Arizona will not re¬ 
elect a 90-rear-old Senator and 
that Barry Goldwater will he 
returned to Capitol Hill as a 
freshman Senator. 

Whether it’s a healthy thing 
to have a man allmost 90 head¬ 
ing a group which perform 6 
as important a public function 
as does the Senate appropria¬ 
tions committee, which passes 
on the spending of hundreds 
of billions of dollars of the 
people's money, is a question 
on which some taxpayers may 
want to speculate. 

Congressman Joseph W. 
Marlon,Jr, was 80 year 6 last 
election dav. Martin will he 
82 before the end of his pres¬ 
ent term. It is expected that he 
will retire next year. 

If he should run again , he 
probably would face a hard 
fight on the issue of his age 
and his ability to perform his 
duties. 

Saltonstall has had a long 
and distinguished public ca¬ 
reer. He is serving his 21st 
consecutive vear in the U. S. 
Senate. Before that, he was 
Governor for six years. 

His only election loss uas 
suffered in 1936 when Francis 
E. Kelly defeated him for the 


Lieutenant Governorship in an 
incredible upset. 

Saltonstall bounced back two 
years later to win his party's 
nomination for Governor and 
then defeat the late James M. 
Curley in the final election. 

Over the years the senior 
Massachusetts Senator has 
benefited from lucky political 
breaks, from the failure of the 
Democratic party to put strong 
candidates against him in some 
elections and from his own 
ability to pick outstanding 
voung aides such as Lieutenant 
Governor Elliot L. Richardson 
and Congressman Bradford 
Morse who kept Saltonstall’s 
office running smoothly when 
they were on his staff. 

What will Saltonstall's final 
decision be? Will he retire to 
Dover to reflect on the record 
he has made? Or will he move 
out next year to test his 
strength again in another bat¬ 
tle in the political wars? 

A lot of politicians are 
awaiting the answers to those 
questions. Saltonstall ap¬ 
parently intends to keep them 

guessing for a while.

Cong. O’Neill Leader 
In Voting Right* Fight 

Congressman Thomas P. O’¬ 
Neill Jr., of Cambridge, who at 
times in the past has been 
mentioned as a possible Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Governor, 
delivered one of the best 
speieces this writer has read as 
we have followed the Capitol 
Hill debate on the Voting 
Rights Act. 

Congressmen from Missis - 
sippi, Alabama and some other 
Southern States were opposing 
the hill on the ground that it 
violated State's Rights. 

O'Neill took the floor to ask 
them whether the State's Rights 
they were trying to protect was 
the right to prevent Negroes 
from voting. 

Here’s a portion of one of 
the speeches 0 Neill made on 
the floor of the national House 
as he urged adoption of the 
voting rights measure: 

“During the month of March 
1 had the opportunity of being 
present when a deposition took 
place in the State House in 
Boston concerning voting 
abuses in Mississippi. The de¬ 
position was of a voung Negro 
girl, talented and able, with 
this background. She had been 
graduated from Jackson State 
Tearhers College, had attend¬ 
ed the University of Texas and 
was working for her doctoratp 
at Harvard University. 

“This girl, able, educated 
and talented, when she went to 
register in her home town in 
Mississippi, was confronted 
with the following: 

“First, she had to go to the 
registrar and make application 
to register to vote. 

44 Second . Notice was placed 
in the weekly newspaper citing 
her intention to become a 
voter, and were there any 
reasons , moral, civic or judi¬ 
cial, that anybody objected to 
her as a voter? 

“Third. She came hack the 
following week. And she was 
given an intelligence test. She 
was asked to read and inter¬ 
pret five of the more than 250 
amendments to the Mississippi 
Constitution, of which Profes¬ 
sor Sutherland, an outstanding 
constitutional professor at the

Congressmen from Missis¬ 
sippi, Alabama and other 
Dixiecrat States had been sit¬ 
ting in stony silence while O’¬ 
Neill was speaking. 

O'Neill turned to them and 
in a booming voice demanded : 
44 A re these the State's rights 
that you people want to pro¬ 
tect?" 

There was much more to 
his speech. It was potent and 
persuasive. O’Neill struck out 
at the misdeeds of the Ku KIux 
Klan. 

He told how in 1937 the Ala¬ 
bama Legislature redrew the 
boundaries of the City of Tus- 
kegee so as to exclude all but 
a small number of the city's 
Negroes, an action subsequent¬ 
ly ruled unconstitutional by 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 

The conclusion of O’Neill’s 
plea for the passage of the hill 
was an eloquent one. In closing 
his remarks, he said: 

“Ninety-five years ago, our 
forefathers agreed that no citi¬ 
zen of the United States should 
he denied the right to vote 4 on 
account of race, color or pre¬ 
vious condition of servitude.’ 
Today we are being called 
upon to enforce this commit¬ 
ment with appropriate legisla¬ 
tion. We must not. we cannot, 
do less and be true to our¬ 
selves and our heritage.

place when it was actually 
owned by a charitable organi¬ 
zation and was used for 
school purposes, is something 
of a mystery. 

To compound the confu¬ 
sion. a S900 bill for taxes 
for this year has been sent 
to former School Committee 
Chairman Haskell C. Freed¬ 
man, in whose name the 
building was purchased last 
year. 

If the assessors don’t change 
their mind and insist that 
the building be sold for un¬ 
paid taxes, the likelihood is 
that the bank which holds the 
mortgage on the structure 
would foreclose, take back 
the building and pay the taxes 
to protect its own interests. 

In such an event, the 
Newton Junior College, al¬ 
ready plagued by a lack of 
adequate space, would face 
a worsened problem. 

The building in question is 
at 5 Park place, Newtonville, 
and has been used as an 
office by the Junior College. 

A group of private citizens, 
who formed the Newton Jun¬ 
ior College Redevelopment 
Trust, bought the building last 
year for $25,000. 

They obtained a large 
mortgage at the time and 
expected that enough 
money would be realized 
from public subscription to 
pay off the mortgage and 
renovate the building. 

That expectation did not 
materialize, and they then 
asked the city to lease the 
building for $1 per year and 
assume the cost of maintain¬ 
ing and renovating the struc¬ 
ture. 

Mayor Gibbs, however, after 
conferring with Building Com¬ 
missioner Vincent D. Burns, 
took the position that the 
building was not worth reno¬ 
vating and that a new struc¬ 
ture could be erected for what 
it would cost to place the old 
one in suitable condition. 
Meanwhile, the Board of 
Assessors maintained that 
they had no choice but to 
levy taxes on the building 
and to order the building 
sold if the taxes were not 
paid. 

School officials tried to 
straighten out the weird situ¬ 
ation by urging that the taxes 
be abated since the building 
was in reality owned by a 
charitable group. 

So far no abatement has 
been granted, although an¬ 
other conference will be 
held by the Mayor to decide 
whether the city should take 
over the building, which 
has been advertised for 
sale. 

And officials at the Newton 
Junior College have no an¬ 
swer for their problem of how 
to fit 650 students into space

A mobile library which will 
contain 100 volumes on the 
Negro in the American society 
from both the historical and 
current prespectives is the 
goal of the Roxbury-Newton 
Freedom School. 

Now recessed for the sum¬ 
mer, the school will resume 
classes in October. Workers 
hope the library will be a rea¬ 
lity when school reopens. 

Mrs. Edmund C. Berkeley of 
34 Otis street, Newtonville, 
treasurer of the school, is ac¬ 
cepting donations from all in¬ 
terested parties. The immedi¬ 
ate objective is 100 books, 
both paperback and hard cov¬ 
er, which will be borrowed by 
students in grades five 
through eight who attend the 
monthly freedom school 
classes. 

Started last year, the school 
had 80 pupils, both Negro and 
white, meeting on alternate 
months at the Eliot Church in 
Newton and the Roxbury 
Neighborhood House. 

A teacher and one of the 
school’s spokesmen, Mrs. Hu¬ 
bert E. Jones of 21 Talbot 
street, West Newton, ex¬ 
plained the purpose of the 
school: 


“We want to provide an op¬ 
portunity for young people to 
learn about the Negro in 
American society. Knowledge 
erases rhisconceptions, ignor¬ 
ance and biogotry. 

“We believe that shared 
learning experience and social 
contact of children from vari¬ 
ous economic, racial and re¬ 
ligious groups is beneficial 
and necessary in a democratic 
society,” she said. 

Tentative plans for a nurs¬ 
ery school-level curriculum 
are being formulated with the 
hope that they may be acti¬ 
vated during the next aca¬ 
demic year. During its initial 
year, the nursery was or¬ 
ganized primarily to care for 
the very young while their 
mothers and older brothers 
and sisters were engaged in 
the formal schooling. High 
school volunteers aided in car¬ 
ing for the tots and the pos¬ 
sibility of creating a separate 
unit for the little ones came 
under investigation. 

The First Unitarian Church 
contributed materials and 
teacher aids to the new school 
as well as the use of their li¬ 
brary.
